LEGAL KINKS 
DIVORCE. 


Many Couples Married Onlu 
Technically. 


| Failure to Enter Judgment 
Can Cause Trouble. 


Judges Nip Scheme to Holu 
Back Papers. 


Because of the neglect to file judg- 
}ments in divorce cases in the past 
| Scores of couples ard living in Les 

/ Angeles and hundreds in other cities 
whee are only technically married, al- 
though believing themselves to be com- 
pletely so. 

Local attorneys in some cases have 
tried to ‘hold up” the final.decrees of 
divorce to force the client to pay 
their fees, but the judges of the Su- 
perior Court have put a stop to this 
| practice, and more care is now taken 
|to have the final decrees entered. 

With the rush of divorce cases be- 
fowe the local Superior Court, added 
| interest is being’ taken in the intrica- 
cles of the divorce law and the modes 
of procedure in court, both as to the 
granting or refusing of an inte?locu- 
ltory decree and the final judgment. 
| &o many laws have been passed and 
| amendel regarding divorce that it is 
leasy fer « court offieer or attorney 
to make some technical Milatake which 
|} would caum trouble if ever called to 
_scoount in some future action. In fact, 
bas the practice in many de 
‘partments of the loca! court for a sim- 
| ple minute entry to be made when a4 
divorcé is denied. But there is a law 
which says just what shali be done 
in such a case. It ig Section No. 131 
,of the Civil Code, and is as follows: 

“In actions for divorce the court 
muet file its decision and conclusions 
of iaw. as in other cases, and if ft 
determines that i; divorce shall be 
grante’?, final gudgment must be en- 
tered accordingly. If it determines 
that the divorce mught to be granted, 
an interlocutory gment must be en- 
tered, declaring that the party in 
whose favor the court decides te ene- 
titled to a divorce, and from such in- 
teriocutory judgement an appeal may 
| be taken within six months after’ its 
_@ntry. in the same menner and. with 
effe: ‘t as if the judgment was 
final. 
| But thts section has not been fol- 
lowed out. in many cases, and where 
|; decrees have been denied no judgment 
has been filed. only a minute on the 
register of actions entered by the 
cierk of the court. 

‘LEGAL HOLD-UP. 

Under the law, where this judgment 
ia not entered, a plaintiff would not 
be able to etart a second suit for di- 
voree until! after this first judgment 
was entered, and, thérefore, could be 
barred out of court until thie judg- 
ment was filed, should the defendant 
raise this technical question, and tit 
has been raised more than once and 
the «case postponed until the matter 
Was remedied. 

But suppose the. judge who denied 
the decree had in the meanwhile died? 
it would complicate matters, at least 
until another judge of the court coyld 
take official cognizance and pass a 
second judgment to be filed.

The American who has returned 
from the island of Cuba and brought 
back with him a scientific classifica- 
tion of the people of the Pearl of the 
Antilles into Iiberals, conservatives 
and convulsives,* has conferred upon 
us two great favors, the lesser be- 
ing his invention of the word “convul- 
sives” to characterize part of the peo- 
ple of that island. It will fit in handy 
in more ways than one in these new 
days of transition of thought. of muck- 
rakers in journalism and yellow mag- 


azines. It is exactly the word the) 


world has been waiting for to describe 
the hysterical characteristics of 
large portion of the human race. 

The American traveler's greater fa- 
vor is giving us a pretty exact insight 
into the. condition of affairs in that 
disturbed country. Most of us know 
too little of the characteristics of the 
Cuban people. A great many consider 
them all mezzo-tints, uneducated, and 
little above the status of the savage. 
A few regard the populatéen of Cube 
as being about like what one would 
find at home. This observer of affairs 
in the island judiciously classifies 
these people, and if we only knew with 
some degree of accuracy the _ ratio 


[which the liberals, the conservatives 


and the “convulsives” bear to the total 
population, our knowledge would be 
now quite specific. . 

Of course the conservatives are the 
smaller numerical proportion of the peo- 
ple, but they are undoubtedly the 
most important in relation to the sta- 
bility of things Cuban; they are the 
“captains of industry” and the men of 
achievement, on whose capital, wisdom 
and energy the present and the future 
of the country very largely depend. 

The liberals probably comprise a 
much larger number of the Cuban peo- 
ple.

Sometimes it is merely the fastening of a cloak, but 
invariably where there is trimming of any sort a motif 
of hand crochet is sure to be introduced, 

As a rule it.is not used in great quantities, and the 
making of a sufficient amount to trim one's own gown is 
thus rendered quite a possibility to those who are fond of 
such work. 

It is mainly on the lovely light house or evening 
gown that these trimmings appear, but they are alse 
frequently found on fancy bodiceg and wraps of dark 
material. j 

When used in connéction with lace, a linen thread 
is employed, the cost being tafinitesimal!l, of course. The 
very simplest form is the huge round button that gives a 
most distinguished touch to many a skirt and coat, irre- 
spective of color or matertal, 

For instance, the skirt pictured js made of palest gray 
net, the border of broadcloth held in place by buttons of 
this sort. 

And when so made they are equally appropriate 


upon lace gowns and coats. Fashioned of ‘silk they fas-- 


ten or decorate the handsomest garments of rich cloth 
or silk. ' 
Nothing is required but a simple wooden mould and a 
‘little puckered mat crocheted around andaroundfrom the 
center in spiral form with a single crochet stitch. Bvery 
little girls learns how to do this-cspecially the saucer- 
like cup of the edge.

ment. 
A conventional sort of sp: ic “Tih Ite is outlined 
upon the material in coarse «embre-idery silk. Stix or sewen 
of the rings are arranged to «imuiete a bunch of blos- 
soms against the background formed.

POINT OF INTEREST. 

Auto men of Los Angeles and Pasa- 
dena are taking great interest in the 
work.

Oll has been used to form a dustiess 
eurface that will pack more so/7dly as 
motor cars are driven over it.

Fields for Deer Hunters. 

Good news for the deer hunter 
comes from New Hampshire, where 
a season has been 
southern half of the State; from Mon- 
tana. where the season has been 
lengthened fifteen days; from New 
York. where the season opens! two 
weeks earlier, September 16; from Or- 
egon, where male deer may he shot 
after July 15, instead of August 15, 
and from South Carolina, where the 
season has been lengthened ‘n Wor- 
chester county. Utah's new law rer- 
mits residents to shoot two tecer each 


in October, but non-residents are pet | 


permitted to shoot them at any time. 
Deer have become a nulsance \o farm- 
ers in some States, where herds come 
out of the woods and destroy crops, 
Bucolic citizens who have thus 
fered entertain small respect for che 
protection laws. For their relief e#pe- 
cial legislation has this year been 
passed in Rhode Island, Masesachu- 
setts. New Hampshire and New 
Brunswick, permitting them to be shot 
for the protection of crops. In Rhode 
Island crops can thus be protected 
only under permit of the Secretary of 
State, while Vermont provides for the 
payment by the State of damages done! 
by deer. New Brunswick permits the 
use of shotguns in protecting crops 
therefrom.

n answer to this question I ag led 
to believe from recent investigations 
that these should be classed among its 
minor values, for it has been discov- 
ered that epcalyptus lumber is suscep- 
tible of a very fine finish and as the 
different varieties possess various 
shades and colors, it has an untold 
value for furniture, office work or in- 
side of cars, or fine houses. Numerous 
samples of this wood, polished, can be 
seen in Los Angeles. It requires an ex- 
pert to see the difference between the 
E. Rosteata (red gum) and San Do- 
mingo mahogany. And it is well known 
that mahogany commands an enormous 
price in our eastern markets. 

' It would, therefore. (from present tn 

vestigations and discoveries) be im- 
| possible to place a future value upon 
the lumber of this important tree. And 
yet from our experience of over thirty 
vears in growing other timber trees 
we are inclined to make a conservative 
estimate of possible profits to be de- 
rived In growing the eucalyptus as a 
combination of saw timber and poles. 
Saw the butt and use the top for poles 
and wood. 

With this object in view, ‘and by 
planting less“than 700 trees to the acre 
with a probable future stand of 500, the 
expense would naturally be greater per 
tree than when planting exclusively 
for poles, but. supposing it would 
double that amount. say 10 cents per 
itree all told, there is no other expense 
except the land, which may be almost 
lany price, but we are convinced that 
good eucalyptus land can be bought In 
Southern California at prices ranging 
from $20 to $50 an acre, according to 
location. 

We can, therefore, safely place the 
cost of a eucalyptus grove with 500 
trees to the acre at $100 per acre.

The results would, of gourse, be 
governed by the length o time the 
trees are left standing and the price of 
lumber at that time, which doubtless 
would be much higher than at present,

Now this looks like an enormous per- 
centage on a fifteen-year tnvestment, 
yet every indication potuts to three or 
four times that amount. Why will cap- 
ital permit a timber famine? 


RAILROAD NOTES. 

Ts Illinois Central has established 
277 new industries during the fiscal 
year endi une 30, 1907, repre- 

senting a capitilization af $16,915,300, 
with 12.6440 employés. With the ex- 
ception of a few manufacturing plants 
located on joint tracks at competitive 
points, these concerns were all located 
along Iilineis Central roads, thereby 
making therm large feeders of traffic to 
the raiiroads. 


There are 49,572 individual! holders of 
the 6,241,238 shares of Pennsylvania 
Railroad stock, the outstanding value 
of which is $312,061,900. Other inter- 
esting featvres of these holdings are 
that 19.27 per cent. of them are held 
abroad and 46.92 per cent. of the en- 
tire number of stockholders are wom- 
en, an increase of 296 over the number 
in August. The average number of 
| shares held by each person fs 126 of a 
par value of $6300, and while during 
September the number of holders in- 
creased 674, the average number of 
shares held by each decreased by two. 


The aggregate track mileage in 
Texas is 15,482.01. The total main line 
sidings and spurs is 12,575.54. Of the 
mileage constructed last year, 363.66 
miles was built by the old roads and 
168.10 miles by new roads. 


The Japanese narrow-gauge railroads 
have been able to increase their speed 
from twenty-four to thirty-five miles 
an hour by means of a small machine 
carried on a locomotive. The con- 
trivance is not unlike a seismograph, 
which records the length and severity 
of earthquakes. When used on the 
locomotive it makes a record of the 
place where the jolt takes place and 
of its size, whether due to bad joints 
in the track or other uneven condi- 
tions. The Japanese have even been 
able to lecate soft ties along the track 
which the inspector did not find. These 
instruments are ver expensive, 
though in sige they are only 10x12x15 
inches and weigh thirty-three pounds. 
They are so sensitive that on being 
drawn across an apparently smooth 
floor they record the nailheads and 
knots in the wood. The record is 
“made on a sheet of paper which un, 
winds from a roll, and is written with 
ink by a sapphire—pointed pen. 

Details of a marvelous electric rail- 
read now. projected from Milan to 
Genoa, Italy, are given by L. B. Ward 
in the October World Today. Although 
only eighty-five miles long, the road 
will encounter such a mass of tunnels 
and bridges that the cost will average 
over $500,000 a mile. To avoid all 
grade crossings 372 bridges and 19 tun- 
nels are to be constructed, one tunnel 
being twelve miles long. It will take 
six years to complete the line. Elec- 
tric locomotives of 1000-horse-power 
will be used. with a 72,000-horse-power 
current generated by water power, 
giving a speed of eighty miles an hour. 
The road ts to carry freight ae well as 
passengers and will link the two cities 
into one community. 

The railroads of the United States 
are owned by about 450,000 stockhold- 
ers. The last accurate count was 
made three years ago by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, when the num- 
ber was 327,000. Since that time the 
growth in capital stock has been very 
heavy, so that a corresponding large 
increase In the number of sharehold- 
ers has likely occurred. The Pennsyl- 
vania has many more than double as 
many owners as any other railroad 
in America, having fully one-tenth of 
the total number.

ship, and who frown upon the tawdry results of ephem- 


eral minds and incompetent hands, having little more 
than quantity and deformity to recommend them. In- 
deed, all of these sternly-inclined “quaint” or “antique” 
individuals, the twentieth-century  lightning-speed- 
progress-makers wave lightly aside under the lump 
designation of “old-fashioned” or “way behind the 
times,” forgetting that there is such a thing as going too 
fast, as well as too slow! Thus the runners in a race 
who have started at a full pace have often been over- 
taken by their more slowly-moving competitors who did 
not exhaust themselves at the outset, but. able to draw 
upon their reserve strength for an extraordinary effort, 
they succeeded in carrying off the prize of victory. 
But, dropping al! ficure or similitude, the dact is that 
among the ultra-moderns, especially among our 
own genial but not always thoughtful Ameri- 
cans, there is a dangerous tendency to 
exceptional effort or to disparage 
the painstaking thoroughness and finish with which the 
“other-minded” seek to accomplish their daily tasks. 
The desire to do well what is worth doing at all, we are 
happy to observe, still exists among many workers in 


every field of employment: but the opposite is also true, 
ing after them unimpaired in the high ideals created by | 


that too numerous are they who believe conscience serv- 
ice to belong to old-fashioned, or obsolete ideals. And 
on the basis of this belief is formed much of the defect- 
ive practice ranging all the way ¢rom the _  perform- 
ance of the duties of the housemald, to the directions of 
the mistress; from the work of banking and shipping

Hence they are labeled as “difficult,” “severe,” “unbear- 
able cranks.” “old cronies” whose ideas are so far out 
of fashion as to make them ridiculous: for it ts not un- 
common to hear a youngster boast in home, school, shop 
or office, “No one would dream of taking his or her or- 
ders seriously.” 

Be that as it may: what. however, these objectionable 
rigorous “old-fashioned folk” for the most part repre- 
sent. may be summed up as good manners, sound mor- 
als. skilled labor, honest service, accurate knowledge. 
And despite passing vogues and noisy 
popularity attending cheaper people and inferior per- 
formances, these rashly and wrongly estimated ones 
wil] nevertheless remain, to use a commercial phrase. 
the staple articles from which the stock of civilization 
derives -its principal value. For they will always re- 


| main the fundamental! models, however old, upon which 


later forms of society or social service fit to produce 
lasting results will have to be fashioned. Still more, 
however seemingly “out of date,” they will by the best 
judges be accounted as “good style” in every age: and 
hence, however “old-fashioned,” their sterling qualities, 
or the enduring ideas and principles which they repre- 
sent will be subject to perpetual revival, thus convert- 
ing the old into the ever new

ORT TEWFIK (Egypt.)—Modern enterprise is 
p opening up the. backwoods of Egypt. Syndicates 

with large capital are prospecting dor coal oil and 
copper in the Sinai peninsula. The Egyptian Explora- 
tion Company is working gold mines between Luxor and 
the Red Sea, and the Nile Gold Fields Company is oper- 
ating further south beyond Assouan. An English syn- 
dicate with a capital of $2,500,000 is about to build a rail- 
road across the Libyan Desert to develop the string of 
oases which lie 100 miles or so west of the Nile Val- 
ley; and by the Assouan Dam over 50,000 acres have 
been added to that great fertile spot in the desert known 
as the Fayoum. All of these regions may be called the 
backwoods of Egypt. Most of them have long been con-

The Peninsula of Sinai is one of the most mountain- 
ous deserts of the world. It has no tillable soil, but it 
_is said to be well mineralized, and to have deposits of 
copper which were worked as far back as 3700 B.C. 
These deposits are now being again prospected, and a 
concession for mining them bas been given to one of the 
exploration companies. The Cairo syndicate is inves- 
tigating the northern half of the peninsula, and their 
| engineers have reported the discovery of coal in small 
quantities. Petroleum is believed to exist there, and 
also turquoises and other va!uable stones. 


The government, however. is finding it difficult to ad- 
minister the country, and just before Lord Cromer left 
he directed that the whole peninsula be put under the 
War Department. A _ British officer of the Egyptian 
army is to be the governor and commandant. His head- 
quafiers will be at Nekhl, the chief town of the penin- 
sula, which is about its center: and there will be other 
Egyptian officers stationed at various points. The in- 
| tention is to make the country safe for tourists and trav- 
elers, as well as for prospectors, and it will soén be pos- 
sible to visit ail parts of the peninsula. 


The Queer Natives of Sinai. 


In the past it has been difficult to control the natives 
of Sinai. The country is so large and so rough and the 
population so sparse that it is almost impossible to cap- 
ture criminals and bring them to justice. A camel 
corps has been organized, and a telegraph line and pos- 
sibly a road dor motor cars will be built to Nekhl, al- 

though this may not be until at some time in the future. 

At present there are about 29.000 inhabitants in the 
peninsula. They are all of Arab origin, save one) little 
_ tribe, who are believed to be the descendants of some 
Roman troops sent to the peninsula in the sixth cen- 
tury. 

These Sinai people have their own systems of justice, 

and they resent the laws which the Egyptians are trying 


_in blood money as payment for murder. 
another in time of peace, the relations of the dead 
have the right to revenge or to pardon if the blood 
money be paid. The blood money for an ordinary wiur- 
der_is fixed at forty-one camels, and it may be paid on 
installments, the payments running for a month or a 
year or more. If a man kills another secretly and denies 
the crime, but is found guilty, he is fined four blood 


and still have the right to three blood moneys. 
How the Judges Detect Crime. 


Shortly before he left Egypt Lord Cromer made some 
investigations of justice in the Sinai peninsula, and in 
one Of his reports described how a justice detected 
whether criminals were guilty or not. He had three 


dream was made by His Honor going to sleep and 
dreaming whether the accused was guilty or not. If the 
'dream showed the man guilty, it was looked upon as a 
judgment of God, and he was punished. The water test 
was made with a copper jug filled with that fluid. The 
judge. the accused and the spectators sat in a circle, 
and the jug, in some way or other, was made to move 
around through the group, and if it stopped opposite the 
accused he was guilty. 

The fire test was severe. It was often used to convict 
men of stealing. In this case the judge heated an iron 
pan over the coals until it was red-hot, and then made 
the accused touch it three times with his tongue. If 
the tongue showed marks of burning he was guilty. and, 
i¢ not, he was innocent. Two experts always sat with 
the judge to witness whether the tongues of the accused 
were burnt or not.

VALUABLE OFFICIAL OF SENATE OF 
UNITED STATES. 
By a Special Contributor. 

HE Tnited States Senate is not amenable to the 
T civil service law, but without adventitious aid of 

any character, the Senate retains the services of its 
valuable officials from childhood to old age; and then 
gives them interment. 

For well-nigh fifty years Amzi Smith was superintend- 
ent of the Senate document-room, until, on August 24 
of this year, he died full of years and of honor. Under 
his supervision the document-room grew in value and 
importance, until itsearchives, as arranged by the vet- 
eran superintendent, became substantially invaluable to 
the Senate. 

In discussing an appropriation for the document-room, 
on June 24, 1884, the distinguished, capable and brilliant 
Senator Ingalls, of Kansas, said: “I do not think that 
the value of the services of this official is properly ap- . 
preciated. To any person familiar with the vast arch- 
ives of this body, with the enormous amount of printed 
matter, extending back for more than half a century, 
with which some official must be absolutely familiar, so 
that if at any time we require a document ancient, for- 

_ gotten, for the purpose of illustrating an argument, or 
showing what has been done in davs gone by upon a 
subject now belore the Senate—I say the value of the 
services of a man who is familiar with that vast accu- 

| mulation of material cannot be overestimated.” 
| “In my judgment the only proper way to administer 
that office (Senate document-room) is to keep a force 
of men there continually in training, to retain them 
| there by sufficient salaries, not extravagant. but satisfac- 

tory, so that they shall be here consecutively one after 
| another as long as the office is to be administered. The 

_ best-trained man, the best scholar, the most competent 
man might be put into that room without previous expe- 
rience, and he would be as helpless and worthless as a 

10-year-old child.” 

The policy thus outlined has been continued. Indexes 
of the finest character are maintained, but actual experi- 
ence in handling the documents is absolutely necessary 
in order to give to the Senate the character of service 
required, 

The late superintendent was a man of trained memory, 
who could turn to a thousand of intricacies of public 
affairs which are not indexed and cannot be indexed. 
For about a quarter of a century George H. Boyd has 
been assistant to the superintendent; and, upon the 
death of that official, Mr. Boyd became acting superin- 
tendent. 

Mr. Boyd has a better natural memory than was pos- 
sessed by the late superintendent; and he has been 
greatly advantaged by the training which he has re- 
| ceived. Every bill or resolution which has been intro- 
| duced during the past twenty-five years has its proper 
| niche in the memory of Mr. Boyd, and he can instantly 
| tell which Senators participated in the debate: naming 
the days of the week or month when debates occurred. 

Moreover, he has studied the debates of the past, so that 

_he is able to produce facts concerning every important 

_ discussion that has occurred during the past fifty years. 
There are innumerable intricacies of detail in all mat- 

| ters of legislation which cannot be indexed: and all of 

| these are stored away in the memory of this offictal.

_ ers will notice some Senator calling a little page boy and } 
sending him out on an errand. In a little while that ’ 
| Senator will arise and begin discussing the question at PS

which have been introduced and enacted during a pe- 
| riod of a quarter of a century. He is a man of marvel- 
| ous memory, and also a man of superior clerical and 
executive ability. The salary of the .office is absurdly 
inadequate, when compared with the extent and impor- 
tance of the duties: but al’ of the Senate salaries are 
| small. 

Mr. Boyd was born in Washington, D.C., April 25, 
1861, and was appointed a page on the floor of the Sen- 
ate in December, 1871. He was appointed a page in the 
document-room May 11, 1884, at a salary of $720 per an- 
num. He was made assistant superintendent In 1899, 
and first assistant superintendent January 19, 1897, at 
a salary of $2000. Early in the coming session of the 
Congress, this capable and industrnous public servant 
will be designated superintendent of the document- 
room, with the salary of $3000 per annum. Some of his 
active friends have ventured the suggestion that the 
salary of the office be Increased, and Mr. Boyd has ve- 
toed the proposition, saying: 


“The honor of succeeding such a man as Mr. Amzi 
Smith, is in itself worth more than money to me: and, 
besides, the increase from $2000 to $3000 is, in percent- 
age, an enormous increase of income, anyway.” 
Moreover, as stated in the beginning, the Senate does 
not arbitrarily change its officials, and so Mr. Boyd has 
come into an office that fixes him comfortably for life: ;

- Study of the Earth 
WorK OF GEOPHYSICAL LABORA- + 
TORY AT WASHINGTON. 


By a Special Contributor. 
W ASHINGTON, Oct. 12—To find out how Earth 


was made, is the function of the Geophysical 

Laboratory of the Carnegie Institution, just 
completed upon an isolated jiiil overlooking the capital 
city from the northwest. No individual, university or 
State has ever attempted or even contemplated the 
breedth of research assigned to this workshop by Prof. 
R. S. Woodward, president of the institution. 


Alighting from my car and mounting a steep flight of | 


steps that ran up the hillside, I yesterday found this new 
buélding—an imposing structure of the Spanish style, 
with gray stucco walls and a wide, overhanging roof of 
red tile. I was received by the director, Dr. Arthur L. 
Day, a young physicist who has not yet turned 40, al-

though he has taught at Yale, his alma mater; has been 
a member of the scientific staff of the great technical 
school of Charlottenburg and has served as physical 
geologist of the United States Geological Survey. 

“We will here study the minerals of the earth first by 
making them ourselves, artificially, from the purest of 
materials. and—after thus counterfeiting them—by sub- 
jecting them to many physical, chemical and, optical 
tests. we can make minerals much purer than those 
found in nature,” explained Dr. Day as he led me on 4 
personally-conducted tour of the new building. And in 
the course of this inspection I soon per eived that the 
Geophysical Laboratory is unique, not in function alone, 
but in its ingenious arrangement. 


Building Has an Overcoat. 
The building wears an overcoat which will keep 
warmth in in winter and the heat out in summer. This 
insulating layer, placed outside the exterior brick wall, 
is composed of six inches of hollow terra cotta with air 
spaces laid horizontal and closed at the ends. This 
echeme is entirely new and original. The terra cotta 
overcoat is less expensive and almost as strong, structu- 
rally, as the brick wall underneath.

GAS FROM COTTONWOODS. 

The cottonwood tree which grows in such abundance 
in Kansas is a complete gas-making plant. according to 
a recent discovery made by Prof. W. Bushong. one of 
the assistant professors of chemistry at Kansas Univer- 
sity. who recently attempted to make a trip down the 
Murais des Cygnes River in a canoe’ In the heart of the 
cottonwood tree is confined a gas which burns readily, 
with a faint blue flame, and which produces a greater 
degree of heat than does the ordinary natural gas be- 
cause of a larger proportion of free hydrogen. This fea- 
ture of the cottonwoor has never before been exploited. 
It is not a matter of great commercial value. but it is 
an interesting bit of scientific information.—{Kansas 
City Journal.

;KIMO TO BEPRACTICALLY WIPED 
Out IN Firtry Y EARS.

ASHINGTON. Oct: 21.—The government authori- 


W ties look upon the situation of the Alaskan na- 
tives as hopeless. During the coming winter (al- 


ready arrived in that far northern latitude) a good many 
of them, doubtless, will be wiped out by starvation; and, 
taking into view the appalling death rate among the Es- 
kimos, it seems likely that those unfortunate people will 
- have practically disappeared by fifty years from now. 
As for the Indians of Alaska, they have already departed, 
‘ gave only a remnant estimated at about 3000. 
Glancing around the Arctic Circle, the neighborhood 
of which is their chosen habitat, one finds that (includ- 
- ing Greenland) perhaps 28,000 Eskimos survive today. Of 
this number one-half, roughly speaking, are in Alaska. 
They are quick-witted, jolly little people—shrewdly sus- 
pected by ethnologists to be the direct descendants of the 
lost men of the early Stone Age, driven northward—and 
it seems a pity that they should be doomed to perish at 
last from mere social contact with the whites. 
Yet. this is about the situation. A century ago the 
Eskimos of Alaska were probably at least three times

as numerous as at present, but contact with the white 
man. involving the acquisition of his liquor and diseases, 
has destroyed them wholesale. Measles (4 compara- 
tively harmless malady with us) assumes a deadly form 
among these Arctic people; epidemics of It wiping out 
whole villages. and scarlet fever and smallpox, unknown 
to them in earlier times, have wrought terrible havoc. 
Thus. and by reason of other causes presentiy to be men- 
tive population has diminished at a fright- 
dul rate. Towns which formerly had 1000 to 2000 inhab- 
itants are represented at present by a few scattered 
huts: and at Point Barrow (formerly a thriving commu- 
nity) the deaths for some years past have been fifteen 
to every birth! 

Notwithstanding the utmost efforts made by the reve- 
which is a sort of maritime police, 
much liquor is furnished by whalers and ‘traders to the 
natives, in barter for skins and other merchandise. 50 
eager are the poor Eskimos to obtain the poison that 
they will give almost anything they ‘possess for it-—even 
what is absolutely necessary to their subsistence, and, 
having secured it, they will devote long periods to 
drunken idleness, when they ought to be hunting and 
storing food for the coming winter. In just this way, 
for example, it came about that a party of twenty-odd 
literally starved to death on King’s Island, in the rt orth- 
ern part af Bering Sea, a few years ago. When a reve- 
nue cutter stopped there in the following summer, only 
their bones. scattered about what had been a camp fire, 
remained to tell the tale 

i'nfortunately. the white men, not content with intro- 
dacing rum and disease among the natives of Alaska, 
have proceeded to adopt the deadly expedient of taking 
away their food supply. Availing themselves of the 
merciless advantage bestowed by weapons of precision, 
they have deliberately set out to destroy the animals 
upon which the Eskimos depended for their subsistence. 
In this effort. indeed, they have been so far successful 
that whales have become almost extinct In Alaskan wa- 
ters :the walrus has all but disappeared, and seals and 
sea lions have grown so scarce that their skins can 
searce be got in numbers sufficient to cover the indis- 
pensable boats. 

But the greatest of all disasters is the destruction of 
the walrus—a mighty creature, weighing 3000 pounds 
when full grown. of such great and varied usefulness 
that it has eolied the “camel af the Eskimo.”

One striking point of resemblance between the Eskimo 
and the Paleolithic (Early Stone Age) people is found 
in their remarkable talent for carving and picture-mak- 
ine. The tribes of the Later Stone Age, in Europe, 
knew not how to represent anything in nature by draw- 
ing or by cutting tool; but the more ancient Cave Dwell- 
ers. from whom these Arctic folk are supposed to be de- 
seended. left behind them plentiful evidences of their 
artistic bent. And thus today it is observed that nearly 
| every Eskimo is a born artist. Through the months of 

the long winter night the men, for lack of anything else 
to do. devote much of their time to the work of carving 
small images of animals, such as the whale and bear, 
out of walrus ivory or driftwood, turning out in this 
manner complete Noah's Arks. They make dolls, too, 
for their little girls, whose doll houses frequently take 
the form of snow huts whittled out in miniature, with 
tiny soapstone lamps and cooking pots. 

It is a fact worth mentionyng tm this connection that 
the snow hut (which is the winter dwelling of the Es- 
kimo) is a marvel of ingenuity tn architecture- To be- 
gin with, the building material must be selected with 
great care. The snow bank selected as a quarry must 

‘bave been formed by a single storm, in order that the 
blocks cut ¢drom it shall be solid and homogeneous Each 
block (cut with an ivory knife. or with a dovetail saw 
bought from a trader) is three or four feet long, two 
feet high, and six or eight inches thick. Ordinarily 
two men do the work, one furnishing the slabs while the 
other lays them in place.

Campagna’s Inhabitants. 


COUNTERPARTS OF THE AMERICAN 
CowBoy NEAR ROME. 


From New York Sun. > 
¢ NE of the most striking deatures of the Campagna 


is the herds of cattle which are bred there and | 

roam at liberty over its hills and valleys. They 
are estimated to number about 200,000. They are mag- 
nificent beasts, generally with whitish skins, enormous 
spreading horns and large soft eyes. 

Buffaloes may also be seen in herds here and there. 
Though sulky and sometimes savage, they submit to | 
training, are very sagacious, and will drag enormous 
loads. 
One meets them generally in the marshes, where they | 
are sometimes used to clear the canals of the réeds, | 
flags and aquatic plants with which the summer has | 
choked the stream. Though generally under control, 
their original savagery will occasionally break out, and | 
they sometimes attack their drivers and trample them 
to death. 

Along the walls of Rome at regular intervals little 
pens are railed off with strong beams to afford refuge 
to any pedestrians in case they may chance to meet a 
drove of buffaloes or cattle. 

A considerable number of horses are bred on the Cam- 
pagna, and several hundred are often seen together on 
one farm. The Campagna horses are not handsome in 
figure, but they are very strong and enduring. 
They are of so robust constitution that they 
are practically immune from ailments, and one of their . 
characteristic deatures is that they do not require shel- , 
ter either in summer or winter. 

The horses seen in the Campagna are mostly mares , 
and unbroken colts. The latter, known as puledri, are 
generally left wild unti! they are three years old. They 
are provided with water, and very rarely, when the cold | 
and rains have destroyed the grass, with some hay, but 
generally they are left to roam at large without any 
shelter except what they car find for themselves under 
the trees

boy, called buttero, wearing a peaked black felt hat, a 
short jacket or a long riding black cloak lined with 
green, according to the season, breeches of goatskin 
with the long, shaggy hair hanging from them, short 
riding boots and long spurs, with a long pole, visits them 
eccasionally.

feather, coats and breeches of undressed sheepskin; and 
sandals or cioci, whence their name of ciociari. At their 
side they carry a gourd of water, in their pocket a black 
wedge of bread, and in their hand a long pole. 

All day long, year in and year out, they spend their 
time leaning on the pole, watching the herds, gazing va- 
cantly into space, dreaming perhaps, or sleeping under 
the shade of. some solitary tree, while their dogs do all 
the active work, keep guard over the sheep, prevent 
them from straying, drive them and divect their course. 

The sheep follow after the shepherd and are not driven 
before him, and at nightéall when they are all gathered 
together he leads them to the fold. The fold is mov- 
able and now pitched in one spot and now in another. 
It is made of a network of twine, stretched on stakes 
about three feet hieh, and it is identical with the old 
sheepfold of Roman times called retia. 

The dwelling of the shepherd is a hut made out of 
branches of Spanish broom, conical in shape, open at 
the apex for the escape of smoke, and containing a 
wooden bench and a bed something like a ship's berth 
His food consists of black bread and aqua cotta, liter- 
ally cooked water. The plain bread constitutes the shep- 
herd’s lunch; the aqua cotta, his evening meal or din- 
ner. 

During the day, to while away the long idle hours, the 
shepherd will pick here and there herbs and roots, wild 
chicory perhaps and a dew blades of a grass which re- 
sembles endive. These he puts carefully away, and 
when he returns to his hut he lights a wood fire, fills a 
pot of water in which he drops a small quantity of olive 
oil and throws in the herbs to boil. Paste on Sundays 
and bread on week days is broken in the mess, which 
the shepherd shares with his dog. 

The Campagna shepherds very often are victims of 
the malaria, and they seldom live long. They are igno- 
rant and superstitious, but often imaginative and poetic, 
especially in speaking of the beauties of nature, which 


_ shows their native susceptibility to fine impressions. In 


summer, when the great heat renders the Campagna un- 


healthful, the sheep are driven to higher levels and | 


cooler pastures on the hills. 

For long stretches of the Campagna a human dwelling 
is not met with, but now and again one sees a casolare. 
that is, a stone house, generally crumbling to ruin, and 
very rarely, to his great surprise, the traveler finds it 
inhabited. Generally it is a poor family of contadini 
from the Abruzzi, malaria-etricken and old, who attempt 
to eke out a livelihood on this desolate wilderness. 

The husband will perhaps try to reclaim a piece of 
land, and by dint of hard toil he may succeed in grow- 
ing enough corn to keep the damily in bread during the 
year. The wife breeds chickens and pigeons, and the 
son, if there is one and he is not serving his time tn 
the army, may be a shepherd or a cattle driver. 

On some large farms of the Campagna owned by noble 
families there are large casolari where the fattore or 
overseer of the estate lives. If the farm is not rented 
but run by the owner. the fattore has several men under 
his orders who weur the livery of the noble house that 
employs them. There are the head herdsman. the but-

The feud, fostered by partisanship, has reached the 
acme of bitterness. The Garibaldi -homestead is liter- 
ally a house divided against itself. Donna Francesca 
and her daughter Clelia occupy one part of the house; 
Ricotti Garibaldj and his family the other. Neither 
family will relinquish the possession of the property to 
the other, and each undertakes to play the host to the 
stream of visitors that pours thither in honor of the 
centenary of the hero's birth, With communicating 
doors walled up, each occupies a rival camp, as it were, 
under the same roof. The situation is an odd one. con- 
sidering that the head of this discordant fa~ily devoted 
his life to the unity of his native land and the principles 
of fraternity. 


The house, commanding a fine view of the sea, not far 
from the shore, is the nucleus of the one constructed by 
Garibaldi himselW. It ts a white, unpretentious-looking 
structure, one. story in height, its flat roof ornamented 
with a belvedere. One of the added wings is used as a 
caserne for the guard of honor allowed the family and 
supplied by the military station of La Maddalena 

One's first visit is to Donna Francesca, who occupies 
the western side of the house with its little garden. 
Donna Francesca, a not very engaging matron of the 
pevsant class, obligingly signs post cards and displays 
the seaward-looking chamber where the hero died. and 
where among other souvenirs one sees the little hand 
carriage which bore him wounded from the battle of 
Aspromonte One also is shown the room which Man. 
lio, cause of the present embroilment, inhabited during 
his short life as a naval officer. The house is a disma 
example of bad taste. Cheap chromos depicting the 
eple battles of Garibaldi, interspersed with poor efforts 
of embroidery, cover the walls: and everywhere is ar 
overwhelming quantity of wreaths—so many, in fact. as 
to overflow the bounds of the house and even adorn the 
roof. The deathbed of Garibaldi is hidden under them 
like a grave itself 


Having paid one’s respect to the widow. one next 
makes a visit to the son of the hero. Gen. Ricotti has 
a long flowing beard that has much likeness to the mo- 
saic fall of silver hair that adorned the face of thx 
painter Meissonier. The figure of the general is now 
bent upon crutches, and he receives his guests sur- 
rounded by his family—a numerous one—dréssed in uni 
form, his red shirt adorned with the galloon of his com. 
mand, his kepi with the gold braid of a general: a dis. 
tinction that his heroic father refused to don. His 
manner, kindly and patriarchal, does not lack dignity 
despite his invalidism, as he receives the homage of his 
companions-in-arms and joins with them in exchanging 
anecdotes of Italy's epic days. 


At the grave of Garibaldi many affecting scenes take 
place. Grizzled veterans shed tears; others, kneeling. 
kiss the boulder of granite, excavated from the hillside 
and left in its stern simplicity. that marks the resting- 
place of the hero. 


Near the grave is the urn dedicated to Manlio, which 
removed by Gen. Ricotti to a greater distance from the 
paternal tomb, has been put back, for the present at 
least, in its original position. 


Here, too, one finds the simple grave of Annita. Gari 
baldi’s first wife. 


The name of Annita carries a romantic perfume tn the 
mention. This beautiful young woman, flower of twe 
civilizations, was first encountered by the hero in Sout! 
America, where, fighting by his side like a soldier. she 
was hls daithful companion during his ten years of serv- 
ice to the republic of Rio Grande. Annita lost her life 
in childbirth during one of Garibaldi’s distressful re- 
treats before the Austrian forces: and the hero burted 
mother and babe in a trench, dug with his own hands

N OVEMBER is a month of masks, mummery and

In the early 
dawn, just as the mist is rising from the muddy Thames, 
the Beef Eaters parade in the courtyard of the historic 
tower. Through the deserted streéts they march to the 
big pile on the Thames Embankment which is known al! 
over the world as St. Stephen's 
the hour their martial tread resounds along the corri- 
dors where Burke and Channing, Disraeli and Gladstone 
Salisbury and Parnell so often walked. Then into the 
big cellats they go and look around as if. they really 
expected to see the form of some desperate conspirator 
half hidden beneath a somber cloak. Probably the worst 
explosive they discover is some House of Commons 
whisky, which they would gladly confiscate, but the leg- 
islators who meet in the ornate halls above can punish 
that kind of plotter for themselves. 


It has been the desire of some historians to connect | 


the Roman Catholics generally with the planning of the 
atrocious attempt to blow up King and Parliament. Of 
course that is an injustice, for it was the work of fanat- 
ical members of an extreme section of the Jesuit party. 
King James. that “Most High and Mighty Prince, By the 
Grace of God King of Great Britain, France and Ireland, 
Defender af the Faith,” etc., had violated promises which 
he made to his “faithful people” and some of those who 
suffered thereby went to the extreme of seeking a way 
to end the existence of the man of “many singular and 
extraordinary graces,” as the translators of the Bible 
style him 
Robert Catesby was the originator of the devilish plot, 
but the ugly work was left to Guy Fawkes, a gentleman 
of good family who was actuated by a spirit of ferocious 
fanaticism.and was quite content to send Sky-high a 
number of Roman Catholics so long as the Protestant 
King went aloft with them. The desire of some of the 
conspirators to save friends led to the discovery of the 
plot. Lord Monteagle received a letter warning him to 
absent himself from the opening of Parliament The 
letter was placed in the hands of the. authorities, who 
had the vaults beneath the House of Lords searched 
Guy Fawkes was seized and, after being interrogated 
by the King, was sent to the Tower of London. There 
he was tortured, but, despite the horrible cruelties he 
suffered, he stoically refused to confess. However, the 
majority of the conspirators were hunted down, and 
died the deaths of traitors, being tortured, then — 
drawn and quartered and their heads exposed on ToWer 
Hill 
Not so gruesome is the memory of the Battle of Inker- 
even though over 12,000 soldiers fell in that battle 
on November 5, 1854. That sanguinary conflict Is known 
as the “soldiers’ battle’ In that hand-to-hand conflict, 
into which the British and French generals blundered 
and. the control of which they practically lost, 14,0 
British and French troops opposed 40,000 Russians un- 
der Gen. Le Prancvie. The subjects of the Czar were not 
the equals of Tommy Atkins at close quarters, and after 
fighting from daybreak to dusk, the Muscovites fell 
back, leaving 10,000 dead on the field. The allies had

|: a country where gardening is not only possible, but 


pleasurable and profitable throughout the year, one 
may be excusable dor resenting a discussion of win- 
Yet there are many who have neither 
house nor grounds and in a flat must turn to this style 
of gardening if any be done. But there is another class 
fully as strong numerically who have window boxes for 
plants from choice and some styles of architecture seem 
to demand such ornamentation. . 

Almost any bedding plant will lend itself to the win- 
dow box scheme if there be a sufficient depth of soil, but 
four or six inches is insufficient for any plant—common 
lawn grass demands more. Some of the most success- 
ful window gardens in Los Angeles have a soil depth of 
sixteen or more inches. On the shady side of the house | 
one may easily grow any fern that will thrive out of 
doors in any situatior, and there are a score or more of 
suitable sorts. Begonias are another group peculiarly 
suited to the window box, and are obtainable in great 
variety. One may have a border of drooping plants to 
hang in festoons over the box for permanent effect, and 
the rest of the space plant at present hyacinths, narcissi

BACK YARD SHADE. 


Lack of light and air, gas, dust, dry atmosphere and a 
host of evil influences beset the house plant; but the 
window box plant is as free as the denizen of the gar- 
‘den, and may with little effort receive better care with 
who have little garden space or 
dogs, cats and other pests to dig up and destroy gardens 
the window box is a place of refuge for rare and beau- 
tiful plants. In close-in residence sections where there 
is no fence and the dwelling almost on the street, the 
few square feet available had better be given up to lawn 
with a few tough, hardy plants against the building 
front. Plants for flower effect cannot be grown where 
easily destroyed, covered with dust or mud or stolen, 
and there is for them no haven of safety other than the 
window garden. Not only tis the effect a marked one 
for good from the street side, but leaf and blossom peep- 
ing in at every window goes éar to relieve the monotony 


of even the dreariest day, and in sunshine is ever a thing 


of beauty. 


Shade for the Back Yard. 

In hot city backyards having a southern exposure a 
dense, satisfactory shade of more than ornamental value 
may be obtained by planting one or more arbor grapes 
set round about w  h four permanent posts well down in 
the ground. Across the space between may be put, 
from pole to pole, a few light strips of board to sup- 
port the vine, and as growth extends the trellis may be 
built out according to the needs of the vines, until the 
whole. yard is covered, if so desired. Such a scheme 
would prove productive of shade and fruit during sum- 
mer and in winter the leaves would drop and allow the 
sun to keep the soll dry and warm.

HE national Department of Agriculture has been 

carrying on some chemical tests as to the relative 

value of chieken meat as food for genus homo bi- 
peds, which should certainly stimulate the family man 
in securing a small flock of one of the all purpose breeds. 
And though we as a nation already consume 
000,000 head, there is no reason why we cannot with 
equal profit to ourselves eat double that quantity to our 
advantage. The laboratory investigations go to show 
that the composition of the white and dark meat is sub- 
stantially as follows: Water, dark meat 
61.38; water in fat-free substances, dark 
75.08; fat, dark 24.16, white 18.25; protein, 
white 17.06; meat basis, dark 1.03, white .37. 
there are some differences as between the two, practi- 
cally they need concern us but little. Either makes a 
splendid food from any point of view. 

In his book on Food Adulterations, Dr. Wiley says 
that for food purposes chicken is eaten at various 
stages. In this statement we can scarcely agree if al- 
lowing for some “spring chickens” on the bills of fare 
of the restaurants. 
spring chicken was mostly eaten when about forty years 
old. However, be that as it may, from the view point 
of the chemist, the full-crown chicken is at its best 
when still young. With age the meat loses flavor and 
gains toughness, which of course makes it harder to di- 
gest. There is also a marked difference in variety of 
fowl as to its value as nutritious food. Nature in this 
regard shows her respect for the eternal fitness of things. 
The good laying breeds are not strong in the direction 
of either quantity nor quality of meat as table fowl. 
From this viewpoint, the wise poultrymen will see 
to it that his table is supplied with full-grown but 
young birds of the meat-producing varieties. 


The market demands broiling, fryers, and “squabs,” 
all of which are considered more or less in the light of 
delicacies and luxuries. The greatest food value both in 
quality of flavor, volume and nutrition is undoubtedly to 
be had in the young but matured fow!, which can be 
cooked to advantage in any of the usual ways. 

Many people are at a loss to understand why the meat 
on certain varieties of birds is white on breast and wing, 
while in others it is all dark. This difference is not 
wholly accounted for in the books of “nature students” 
and naturalists, though it is presumed to be due to mus- 
cular action. Birds whose chief means of locomotion 
is walking usually abound in white breast and wing 
meat, while those of strong wings and great flight have 
dark meat throughout. This difference in color is evi- 
dently influenced by the amount of hemoglobin (the 
principal red substance in blood) present in the flesh. 

Much has been said both pro and con on the advisa- 
bility of drawing poultry after killing for market. When 
placed in cold storage it is claimed that the undrawn 
specimen keeps better. In a cold country. where great 
quantities of. poultry is marketed in a frozen conf@ition 
this may have some virtue but in our own climate, we 
are af the opinion that the average consumer and buyer 
will prefer the drawn bird when buving his chicken din-

A Circus Curing Egg-Eating Habit. 

The following nove! method of curing fowl of the egg- 
eating habit is given by A. W. Berry in the Farm Stock 
Journal: 

“Perhaps some readers of your paper would like to 
know of a method I employed to cure a flock of hens of 
the ecg-eating habit which had developed to such an ex- 
tent in my flock that I had alnmiost despaired of being 
able to cure them 

“IT took an egg and partly removed the contents by 
making a small hole in each end of the shell and blow- 
ing out the white. sealed one hole with a little paste and 
broke the yolk still remaining in the shell. I then filled 
this with ammonia, shaking the ege thoroughly to get 
the two well incorporated. Ater sealing the remaining 
hole. I took the ‘egg’ to the henhouse and laying it down 
on the litter cracked the shell in sight of the hens, thus 
inviting them to the ‘feast’ | had provided 
accepted my Invitation, and after 
eagerly made way for the next.

A very common cause of shell-less eggs is internal fat, 
which blocks the walls of the oviduct and impairs its 
functions. Worms in the hen’s intestines sometimes 
lead to eggs being expelled before they are properly 
shelled. Narrow perches are also responsible for shell- 
less eges, the eggs being dropped prematurely, owing to 
the struggles of the fowls to er their balance.

formation about the new find is so meager. Yet there | 
are plenty of aleyrodes here that do not attack citrus 
plants, and the importation should be tried on those. 
There will be none of the aleyrodes citri left for the par- | 
asite if the authorities can prevent it. What a boon to 
Florida it would be, however, if succesaful. If it wipe 
out the fly in that State cur people would rest free from 


anticipation of the continued tmportation. Mr Com- | 
pere writes that the parasite will be along about next | 
May. 

Dr. Howard writes that most of the parasites of the | 


aleyrodes family abound in the State of California. 
Whether the native fly destroyers attack the citrus white | 
fly we hope will never be determined here, because it 
would be suicidal to relax one iota of the policy of ex- 
termination placed against the pest at Marysville, Ba- 
kersfield and Oroville.

Storing Onions. 

NE of the big problems in onion raising is the stor- 
Dine of the crop until selling time. Onions cannot or- 
dinarily be sold in large quantities until after the first | 
of December, and meantime they must have some pro- | 
tection. The ideal way is to place them with tops on in | 
a large shed. They cannot be piled over eighteen inches 
deep nor can they be kept sacked, so that a large amount 
of room is absolutely necessary to any one going into 
the onion business on a large scale. It will require 
about 600 or 800 deet of floor space to store a carload of 
onions. The bulbs will stand several degrees below 
freezing point without freezing, so that the storage shed 
need not be warm, and if the onions are put in with 


injury. in curing onions in the field greater care must 
be taken with the white varieties than with the reds or 
yellows. The whites will sunburn more easily than 
either of the other varieties. When they cannot be 
stored in sheds, but must be cured in the field, it is a 
good plan to put them in small piles with a light cover- 
ing of straw and leave them until they have cured. If 
it becomes necessary to expose those In the interior to 
more air this may be’ done by means of wooden rakes, 
but the straw should be replaced as a covering to pre-

Power of Plants. 


HE amount of water which a tree pumps out of the 
oo: for its own use is simply enormous. The 
botanist Scott declares that a birch tree draws its own 
weight of water in a_ single spring. All this huge 
amount of fluid rises to the leaves, and is given off by 
them into the air. 

Every one must have noticed how a growing tree will 
burst a stone or brick wall, however well mortared. An 
ash trunk has been known to raise a boulder weighing 
three-quarters of a ton. The strength of trees having 
hard, woody trunks is not so wonderful; what is sur- 
prising is the force which a soft vegetablé can exert 
during its period of growth. 

Even such humble growths as the fungi can and do ex- 
ercise a Samson-like strength. The ordinary cellar 
fungus will lift large slabs of stone flooring, and has 
been known to burst through an inch of solid asphalt. 


Onion Shortage Eastward. 


EROME B. RICE CO., Cambridge, N. Y., says in its 
report concerning the onion crop this year: 
“There bas been a falling off in acreage in the United 
States of something over 2000 acres and a total short- 
age in vield of quite half a million bushels as compared 
with the crop af a year ago, and taking it as a whole 
we might say that the quality of the stock being har- 
vested is hardiy up to the average. As a rule, the on- 
ions average small in size and show a considerable per- 
centage of ‘thicknecks’ and picklers, and this is espe- 
cially true of the West, where they suffered from ex- 
treme wet and cold weather in the spring, which retarded 


growth, and an abundance of weeds during the growing | 


season, all of which is not conducive to the production 
of first-class storage stock. The crop is fully three 
weeks late ln maturing, and many of our correspondents 
report the onions as still green and growing.”

Every known disease | 
is pictured and exaggerated and reviewed in the most 
suggestive and fear-inspiring manner, and by every pos- 
sible method; not only by the popular press, but upon | 
every fence, stump, tree and barn in this broad land. 
Man's susceptibility to disease, his weakpesses and lim- 
itations are emphasized and exaggerated in all the chan- 
nela of popular print, until it would seem that civilized | 
mankind were all sick, and struggling under a load of 
disease. You cannot make a turn in the road or look | 
up and down the street or seek the important news of 
the day, without having disease, disease flaunted before 
your vision, until you begin to feel that the whole world 
must be sick and in distress. ' 

“Now. on the other hand, how little you see in print | 
or otherwise that is suggestive of health, cheer, o 
timism and your own greatness and self-sufficiency! 
Commercialism has made capital out of your very fears, 
and abscured your larger self and nature's true and effi- 
cient remedies. which are so abundant and at your 
command when you have eliminated fear and worry 
from your mental atmosphere. Some minds are like 
the purest mountain streams, that ripple and sparkle 
and’ carry with them peace, pleasure, health and a new 
inspiration to live and enjoy all the good things of this 
lige. On the other hand, there are many dingy, dark, 
cold, musty minds, that fill one’s soul with forebodings, 
as upon entering musty rooms, into which God's sun- 
shine has seldom penetrated. This flaunting of disease | 
constantly before the eyes of the people, by every form 
and method known to the sharp-brained quacks and 
proprietors of patent medicines, who have learned by

gestion to themselves, instead of saying something that 
will have the opposite effect. Constant dropping wears 
away a stone, and constant suggestion makes an im- | 


pression for good or evil upon the mind. There is no | 
mind. however strong, that is proof against the marvel- | 
ous power. 

“Qur Puritan ancestors, while good people and full of | 
enthusiasm in the service of God, were, as Artemus 
Ward said about the coon, “peculiar cusses.” The fun- 
damental tenet of their religion was, that whatever was 
pleasurable was necessarily sinful. From Baxter's ut- 
terances. for instance, it would seem that the only pleas- 
urable emotion which he considered at all right and le- 
gitimate was the holy joy that all other sects and be- | 
liefs were destined to suffer eternal torment in the next 
world. Public amusements, dancing, games, laughter 
and pleasures of every sort came under the ban, and 
they even sought to place limitations upon the parental | 
love. if a little too pronounced, as being displeasing in 
the sight of a jealous God. As the little Puritan child 
said to her mother, when refused the second piece of 
pie: “Oh, mamma! it seems as though everything in 
this world that is real nice is either wicked or indigest- 
ible.” This expresses, in a nutshell, the true situation 
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ignorant regarding the foundation of food, as it affects

restraints necessary to secure the common welfare.’ 

“As was held in Minnesota vs. Barber, 123 U. S. 319, 
‘The presumption that a statute was enacted in good 
faith, for the purpose expressed in the title, namely, to 
protect the health of the people of the State, cannot con- 
trol the final determination of the question, whether it 
is not repugnant to the Constitution of the United 
States. There may be no purpose upon the part of a 
Legislature to violate the provisions of that instrument, 
and yet, a statute enacted by it, under the power of law, 
may, by its necessary operation be destructive of rights 
granted or secured by the Constitution. In such cases, 
the courts must sustain the supreme law of the land, by 
declaring the statute unconstitutional and void.’”

A Los Angeles Hospital. 


HE editor recently had occasion to call at the Cali- 

fornia Hospital. While, of course, there are features 
connected with this and other hospitals, of which the 
editor does not at all approve—such, for instance, as 
diet, and drugs, and what the editor believes to be too 
frequent operations—yet he must admit that, as a “reg- 
ular” institution, the California appears to be pleasant, 
clean and well managed. The company has the good 
fortune to own about an acre and a half of land, which 
will soon be near the business center of the city. About 
a third of this area has been turned into an attractive 
garden, with beautiful shade trees, flowers, and benches. 
Here, convalescents are encouraged to spend much of 
their time, and when they are not able to do that, they 
are urged to loaf in the capacious sun parlor. 

The California Hospital has a capacity for 15) pa- 
tients. The number of employés is nearly as great, 
amounting to 140, of whom 100 are nurses. About hal 
of these nurses are students, receiving nominal wages. 
Dr. Walter Lindley, upon whose shoulders falls the re- 
sponsibility of managing this big enterprise, takes more 
than a financial interest in it. Although he is a “regu- 
lar.” in good standing, he and the editor find several 
things upon which they can agree, as in the case of other 
intelligent, experienced and liberal-minded physicians. 
For instance, Dr. Lindley ts a great believer in the effi- 
cacy of fresh air, and believes that this, with food, is 
the only cure for consumption, being a disbeliever in 
the now generally-discredited serum treatment, which 
a few years ago was all the rage. In addition to the 
management of the hospital, Dr. Lindley is editor of thé 
Southern California Pract'tioner. 

It appears that the belief that Los Angeles hospitals 
pay immense dividends is not well founded. Dr. Lindley 
permitted the editor to see official figures, which show 
that during the past dew years the establishment has 
only paid to the stockholders a good commercial Inter- 
est on the money invested. The expenses of running 
such an institution are, of course, great. For instanc® 
a vast sum is paid out every month for eggs. The aver- 
age cost for each patient during the past nine months 
was $2. tlie average receipts for the same period being 
$3.65. 

The editor would hazard the suggestion that, if a 
non-flesh, low-proteid dietary should be introduced, the 
cost of feeding the patients might be reduced at least 
two-thirds, with a corresponding great improvement in 
their condition and rapidity of recovery.
